IBBONS was simply not in it. 
Jack McAuliffe virtual- 
ly had him whipped 
from the start. The lat- 
ter fought like a vet- 
eran; the former like a 
novice. McAuliffe 
showed his friends that 
their confidence was 
not misplaced; Gibbons 
disappointed his. It 
was an interesting fight, 
however, and well 
worth the price of ad- 
wission to witness, 
Fully 5,000 people saw 
it, and thousands of dol- 
lars changed hands on the result. It was a Waterloo 
for Gibbons and a vindication for McAulifie. The lat- 
ter is still the light-weight champion. 

The battle took place on Sept. 11th, in the Granite 
Athietic Club, Hoboken, N. J, It was for $3,000 stakes 
and a purse of $4,000 offered by the club. McAuliffe 
is the holder of tho “ Police Gazette” light-weight 
championship belt, and has successfully défended it 
for three years or more. Gibbons, during his brief 
career as a pugilist, has defeated some good men, and 
was rated as a first-class fighter. His exhipitlon in the 
Granite Athletic Club, however, demonstrated that he 
is not in the class that Jack McAuliffe attends. 

The fight was scientific and desperate while it lasted, 
but Gibbons never stood any chance of winning. Mc- 
Auliffe out-fought and out-generaled him, and with 
all the New Jerseyman’'s cleverness, he was scarcely 
able to land on the Williamsburgh boy. Gibbons 
fought on the defensive and kept his corner where 
nearly all the fighting was done. In the fourth and 
fifth rounds McAuliffe did nearly all the fighting, and 
punished Gibbons terribly. Inthe fifth round Me-

$500 to $5,000. 

Gibbons, on the other hand, from the confidence he 
displayed before and since the match was ratified, 
backed up by the fact that he had defeated Jim \. > 
rall, the best man his weizht in England, gained many 
admirersa,and they pluckily backed bim with Uin:o 
Sam's treasury notes. 

It had been inscribed in the articles of agreci:ent, 
which were drawn up by William E. Harding, that the

five minutes later, This put a stop to the usual wait- 
ing which occurs at all big fistic events. 

In the Kilrain and Slavin fight the crowd sat for 
nearly two hours waiting for the arrival of the pugil- 
ists. 

As early as 5 o'clock delegations began to swarm 
over to Hoboken, where the now historical Granite 
Club is situated. In fact, the streets were crowded, 
It was quite a strugyle to reach any one of the three 
entrances, and then, when the goal was reached, it re- 
quired a strong man to hold his position, 

In the building noted men could be seen. All were 
patiently waiting for the fandango to begin. Among 
the crowd were Peter Delacey, the bookmaking king; 
Thomas Mulcahey, his Fides achates; Sir John Calvin 
Baker, of Park row; Jimmy Adams, the smallest but 
the nerviest bookmater in New York; Al Cridge, who 
held the $20,000 that John L. Sullivan and Jake Kilrain 
fought for; Wm. E. Harding. Jake Shipsey, Johnny 
Kilroy, Johnny Murphy, Billy Kelly, Mike Goodwin, 
the bookmaker; George Keyes, Patsy Mahoney, Davy 
Johnson, Prof. Haley, of Front street; Harry “liner, 
Dick Roche, George Lovell, Dave Pulsifer, Phil Dwyer, 
Mike Dwyer, smiling John Kelly, Billy Edwards, 
Pooley Mace, Joe Cotton, Dave Roche, of Brooklyn; 
Lob McTaggert, Jimmy Carroll, cf Bleecker street; 
Barney McGuire, Gus Tuthill, Dave Holland, Billy 
Madden, John Dillon, of Albany; Prof. Mike Dono- 
van, Ed Dillon, of Fishkill; Pat Duffy, of New Orleans;

Shortly after the pugilists came from their dressing 
rooms the scales were made ready for the weighing. 
Both pugilists weighed in, McAuliffe’s weight being 
slightly under the 135 pounds that the articles of 
agreement specified. After the weighing the men 
tossed for choice of corners, and McAuliffe won. He 
occupied the northwest and Gibbons the southeast 
corner of the ring. 

The pugilists seated themselves in their respective 
corners and their seconds began to arrange the ice 
water, sponges, scraper, towels and other utensils used 
in a prize ring encounter. McAulitfe eyed Gibbons 
closely, and Gibbons gave side glances at McAuliffe. 
Both appeared to know that they were notin the ring 
for play, but to do battle for a title and a large amouut 
of money. 

While the seconds were preparing their men Referee 
Jere Dunn bustled around and explained the electric 
clock. : 

Gibbons’s seconds were Charley Norton, of Newark, 
N.J., and Jim Gibbons. McAuliffe had the services of 
Ed Stoddard, of Brooklyn, and Jimmy Carroll, the 
well-known middle-weight. 

Herbert Rothery, of Denver, was a strong supporter 
of Gibbons, and at the ring side be made several $500 
bets on Gibbons's chances of winning, Steve Brodie 
backing McAuliffe. Billy McGlory bet $500 to $400 
on McAuliffe; Alexander Brown, of Brooklyn, also bet 
a few centuries on the champion; Jim McCabe, of Har- 
lem, bet $500 to $200 after tbree rounds had been 
fought, and odds of 2 to 1 were freely offered on 
McAuliffe, with no takers. 

The puyilists were kept in the ring for nearly twenty 
minutes, when Jere Dunn stepped to the centre and 
stated that the public must not expect they were 
going to see a prize fight, but a glove contest, and the 
laws of New Jersey would not be infringed upon. 

A few minutes later the referee ordered the men to 
get ready. Their seconds quickly pulled off their 
sweaters and gave them a final rub down, while their 
bottle-holders fanned them. McAuliffe and Gibbons 
shook hands and then retired to their corners. A few 
seconds later the gong sounded, and: the rivals faced 
each other. 

RounD 1—The disparity in their size was really 
astonishing. McAuliffe stripped magnificently, his 
flesh being firm aud hard, and his muscles looked as 
though formed of steel. The champion's eyes sparkled 
with the lustre of health, and a smile of unbounded 
confidence overspread his genuine, out-and-out 
‘fighting nob.”’ Gibbons, on the other hand, though he 
towered far above his antagonist, looked morose, and 
any one not posted on his physique would imayine he 
had been overtrained, for there appeared a lack of 
‘hat fine muscular development visible in McAuliffe.

Gibbons's walking beams were in a con- 
stant state of action, while McAuliffe’s were most 
carelessly disposed. The latter as he stood like an- 
other Anak before bis tall slim adversary, wary and 
watchful, looked the splendid athlete that heis. His 
feet were spread wide apart and his bunches of fives 
held artistically. 

Cautious sparring was the order, McAuliffe gradually 
retreating and both indulging in a splendid exhibition 
of dodging and feimting as they watched for a favor- 
able opening. Gibbons finally feinted with his Icft 
and cleverly broke ground. After another feint Mc- 
liffe stopped a left hander. Asharp exchange followed. 
McAuliffe essayed with right and left on Gibbons’ 
brain box and napped a stinging left hander on the 
right side of his forehead. Gibbons dashed to work 
yithout delzy. He let fly his left, getting home on 
McAuliffe’s dial. In return for another left hander on 
the forehead, McAuliffe delivered his right on Gib- 
bons’ left ear. Furious fighting followed until the 
gong struck. This round was well contested and 
neither had gained avy advantage. It was evident, 
however, that Gibbons’ tactics were to prolong the 
Aight. for he had scarcely left his corner during the 
round, aud McAuliffe had to fight him in his corner. 
While the wen were resting the seconds were busy 
sponging and fanning their proteges. The crowd in- 
dulzed in yelling, shoutingand betting, McAuliffe still 
being the favorite. 

RounD 2—Both puygilists responded quickly to the 
sound of the yong, and each appeared eager to resum : 
hostilities. McAuliffe took the initiative as usual, miss- 
ing a well intended body-bender with bis left and 
napping a Mot right hand upper cut on the ribs, for 
which-he returned with interest on the breast and 
neck. McAuliffe forced the pace and Gibbons was the 
receiver general, Twice he landed this left with tr-- 
mendous force on the mark, Gibbons acting op the 
defensive and countering when be had au opportunity.

Rounp 6—On time being called McAuliffe went right 
across the ring and met Gibbons in his own corner, 
bent on ending the fizht.

Qu:c< 
as a flash McAuliffe’s left went straight from the 
shoulder and found a soft spot in Gibbons’s stomach, 
which doubled him up.

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HOW THE MATCH WAS MADE. 

The match came about in this way: At the time Gib- 
bons fought Jem Verrall in England he had inscribed 
on his colors, “Austin Giboons, light-weight champion 
of America.” McAuliffe, who held the “Police Ga- 
zette” belt, which represented the light-weight cham- 
pionshbip of America, was not pleased with Gibbons 
assulminy a title that did not belong to bim. 

On Gibbons’ return from England he called at the 
Pouice GAZETTE office and stated he Would fight any 
man in America at 133 pounds for $1,500 a side, ac- 
cording to “Police Gazette” rules, and the largest 
purse any athletic club would offer. At first McAuliffe 
paid no attention to the challenge, but Gibbons’ defi 
created so much talk that McAuliffe sent a communi- 
cation to the Potice GAZETTE stating that he would 
fight Gibbons for $2,000 a side and the largest purse 
any athletic club would offer, at 135 pounds, give or 
take two pounds. He would agree thatif the contest:was

not decided at the end of the fifteen rounds the referee 
could order additional rounds until one man was 
knocked out. If Gibbons was satisfied with this prop- 
oaitivuu he would posta forfeit. 

After McAuliffe’s proposition was received, James 
Gibbons, Austin Gibbons’ backer, was netified, and he 
stated that he would make a match for $4\H00 a side 
and the championship, and agree to fight in any club 
that would offer the largest gurse, but that the match 
must be for the light-weizht championship. 

Later the pugilists and their backers azreed to meet 
at the PoLICE GAZETTE office to arrange the match. 

A meeting was hell on July 24th, when, after 
wrangling for three hours, the match was about to be 
ratified, when McAuliffe insisted that it should be 
made for fifteen rounds, or be continued until one or 
the other was beaten. McAuliffe wanted the fifteen- 
round limit to be inserted in order to comply with the 
wishes of the Granite Athletic Club, which organiza- 
tion state 1 it would put upa purse of $4,000. James 
Gibbons, Austin Gibbons’ backer and brother, refused 
to allow this clause to be inserted in the articles of 
azreement, and the talk ended in smoke, 

On July 27th McAuliffe, at the request of his legion 
of admirers, was advised to waive this clause. After 
reading the articles over carefully he scratched out 
the fifteen-round clause which Austin Gibbons ob- 
jected to and signed the document. 

Austin Gibbons and his backer were at once notified, 
and they agreed to meet McAuliffe on July 28th to 
settle the preliminaries for the match.

One remarkable feature in connection with the con- 
test was the new electric clock which kept time of the 
rounds, etc. There is a good deal of complication 
about the inner workings of the timepiece, the ar- 
rangement of the clockwork in the picture herewith

being especially elaborate in detail. Wheels and 
wheels, and wheels within wheels, all assist in confus- 
ing the mind of the lay observer. 

The big gong, the uppermost article of the outfit, 
counts off the three minutes of fighting and the one- 
minute rests. After the three minutes’ life of the 
red light, the business wark or dauyer signal, the 
big gong sounds and at the same instant the white 
light shows. During the display of the white light the 
fighters go to their corners and be “‘tixed up” by their 
seconds. When that minuta of relaxation is over the 
heavy gong sounded reverberantly. As the white light 
zocs into a hole the dangeY signal once more appears, 
and the slugyers azain renewed the ficht. The lights 
were suspended directly over the centre of the plat- 
form, ten feet above the flooring. 

The little gonz is below the big one. Itis not much 
more than half the size of its superior in position, but 
it makes a noise sharp enough to be heard in all parts 
of the big building. This part of the mechanism will 
tell whether the boxer who is floored remains out of 
fighting attitude for ten seconds or not. Everybody 
who watches the doings of the fighte s knows that 
when a man is “dlown” for ten seconds he is, under 
**Police Gazette” rules, “counted out’ and loses the 
battle. In the use of the little gong the hard work of 
the timekeeper comes in. 

After a puuilist is down the timekeeper presses a 
button concealed in a top-shaped knob that he holds in 
his hand. He presses the button and the gong keeps 
on ringing, one sound a second, until the timekeeper 
removes his finger. The man whois doing the press- 
ing continues at his labor until he sees that the pugil- 
ist has regained his feet. Then he stops pressing. If, 
however, the contestant who has been spilled is un- 
able to collect his limbs in the furm kuowoa to be the

boxer’s best for business, by the time that ten sec- 
onds are tip a startling noise, best described as a wild 
buzz, comes out from a metal box just beneath the 
gong. That means that the time for lying around the 
floor has come toa full period, and the man who re- 
mains recumbent is licked. It is a loud noise that this 
buzzer makes, and nobody in the building can help 
but hear it during the quiet that is pretty sure to fol- 
low a square knock-down.

Four years ago iu Chicago she was plain Mollie Mac- 
kin, the much loved wife of Harry Mackin. It was 
there that four people died because of her. 

She is still young and pretty, but she does not look 
as innocent as when she forsook her husband for her 
brother-in-law. Then she was the principal character 
in a thrilling domestic tragedy. 

William McCauley was born in St. Joseph, Mo. He 
grew up a handsome, manly fellow whom every one 
liked.

Williams capers Out re) 
in Five Rounds. 


NEARLY $29,000 ON THE RESULT. 


Our regular correspondent at Salt Lake, Utah, sends the ful- 
lowing additional particulars of the great battle fought in the 
Opera House at Ogden, Utah, between Jim Williams, of Salt 
Lake, and George Morrison, of Ogden, for a purse of $4,000 and 
the championship of the Territory. The batue was arranged by 
the Owien Athletic Club some two months ago, and for weeks 
before the contest the principals were carefully trained, Herbert 
A. Siade looking after Williams, while George Le Blanche trained 
the Ogden man. 

Both of the fighters had many admirers, but the Morrison 
men seemed! to have the longer purses, and Morrison was the 
favorite in the betting, although the wagers made there were 
even. At o'clock between $17,000 and $20.000 had been bet and 
the poole were still selling at a very lively rate. 

Morrison has been in the ring for several years, and has met 


some of the best men in the country. In 1443 he fought John P, 
Clow in Denver, and was defeated. He fougiit Clow again near 
Denver in the next year, and the battle resuited inadraw. He 


next met Cockney Steriing at Cheyenne, and easily defeated him 
in 2 rounds.” He has had several fights in the Junction City, the 
Most notable one, previous to this last contest, being with Me- 
Hugh, whom he defeated in 7 rounds. He is <8 years old, stands 
6 feet 10 inches, and stripped at 160 pounds 2 

Williams is 22 years of age and his career as a pugilist began 
about two years ngo, when he defeated Noble. He afterward 
met and de‘eated Schroeder, of Park City, and Wiisen, of Wyo 
ming. He stands 5 feet 9 inches, and tipped the beam at about 
170 pounds. 

Morrison, with his seconds, George La Blanche and Mike Fitz- 
gerald, entered the ring. His costume consisted of red trunks, 
He was followed a moment later by Williams, accompanied by 
Herbert Siade and Colonel Kelley. 

After the toss for corners, Mr. Peery, the president of the 
club, stated the conditions of the fight, and asked that good 
order be maintained. 

Colonel Kelley then advanced to the centre of the ring and 
Offered to bet $500 even money: on Willlams, and Harry Hynds 
promptly covered the money. 

; Wyatt Earp. of San Francisco, was selected as referee. At 
10:16 the men stepped to the centre of the ring and a« flash light 
was taken; @ moment later they shook hands and the fight 
commenced. 

” Rounp 1—After some preliminary sparring for an opening, 
Morrison led for the face and got in alight blew. Williams re- 
taliated with a stinging facer. This was followed by a counter, 
and it was give and take until Morrison slipped and went down, 
Wiliams commenced forcing the fighting as soon as the Ogden 
man arose, and got in heavily on the face and ribs. He followed 
this with one on the nose which brought the claret. Morrison 
aimed a wicked blow at Williams's tace, but was short, and he 
saved himself from punishment by clinching. The round ended 
in Williame’s favor, and the Salt Lake delegation was jubi- 
lant. Le Bianche admonished his man to go siow and save his 
strength. 

Rounp 2—Both men came up briskly. Williams’ good-natured 
face was wreathed in smiles, while Sierrison looked wicked, 
Williams promptly led for the ros, but was too eager aud got a 
blow In the neck which stagvere:| him. This was followed by 
many exchanges which did considerable damage on both sides 
Then there was some sparring an4 Williams suddenly got Ina 
left hand swing on the Ogden ir.an's optic which made him see 
stars. After an exchange Morrison clinched three times, and 
when parted by the referee the Ogden man got in a hot one on 
Williams’ ribs, This riled the latter and he landed three stingers 
on his opponent's face. Morrison, who was getting a little weak, 
commenced to play for Williams’ wind, and got in a couple of 
light dlowa which did no damage, and this round also ended in 
favor of the Salt Laker. La Blanche did seme clever work in 
bracing his man up, and he sent him into the ring for the next 
ruumd looking quite fresh. 

Rounp 8--Both men advanced quickly to the center of the 
ring, but Morrison immediately backed to his corner, Williams 
followed him and opened the ball with a punch in the stomach, 
while Morrison countered on the face. Then Williams made a 
rush and caught the Ogden man on the chin and landed him on 
the ropes. He followed this up with three smashes in the face 
which made Morrison very tired nnd somewhat groggy. and he 
quickly got out of range. Williams followed him up, however, 
and landed heavily on Morrison's jaw. This was followed by a 
rally and some in-fighting, which ended In aclinch. On break- 
ing away, Williams got in on the face and time was called. 

ROUND 4—Morrison was not so spry this time, and when Wil- 
Hams gave hima stiff punch in the ribs, he tried an upper cnt, 
but the Salt Laker danced out of range. He quickly returned, 
however, and gave the Ogden man a couple of smashers in the 
face which staggered him. Williams becamo somewhat careless 
atter this, and to the surprise of everyone, Morrison got in a 
terrific right hander on the jaw, which came near laying the 
Sult Lake man out, Morrison was not able to follow up bis ad- 
vantaze, however, and Williams was soon himself again and 
rushed his opponent with telling effect, fighting him into his 
corner and against the ropes, and towards the close of the round 
he fairly rained blows upon Morrison's face. ‘‘He’s gone,” 
cried the crowd, but Just then the gong sounded and the call of 
time barely saved the Ogden man from being knocked ont. 

Rounp 6—At the call of time Williams skipped to the centre 
of the ring as fresh as when the fight began, while Morrison was 
groggy and evidently quite weak. Williams promptly opened 
hostilities with a drive in the mouth, and Morrison struck the 
Balt dake man alight blow intheribs.

One of the fistic encounters that is exciting con- 
siderable interest in sporting circles is ‘the battle royal between 
Tommy Warren, of Norfolk, Va.. formerly of Los Angeles, Cal , 
and Cal MeCarthy, of Jersey City, N. J. These rivals are to 
battle in the Olympic Athletic Club at New Orleans, La., for a 
purse of $1,500, It is a battle of the North against the South, for 
Warren is the Southern representative while McCarthy Walls 
from the North. Warren has strong backing. He has lived in 
New Orleans, fought in the Crescent City, and Peterson, well 
known in New Orleans, is one of his staunch backers, while John 
J. Leonard, of Memphis, Mike Haley, of Norfolk, Va., and other 
famous sporting men, will putup thelr hundreds on Warren. 
McCarthy is displaying full confidence in his ability to win, for 
since he ratified the match with Warren he contracted another 
with Burns, of Olneyville, R. L, which goes to show he holds 
Warren cheap. 
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While McCarthy has been pivoting round the coun- 
try Warren has been training at Bay 8t. Louis, Mississip)i, 
under the care of Mike Haley He does not hold McCarthy 
cheap, but thinks he will have to fight. He knows his admirers 
intend to gamble and he is going to give them, to use a racing 
Phrase, *‘a good run for their money.”

I think the battle will .be well contested and that 
Warren will win. He is a great general and knows how to 
fight, has foyght some of the cracker jacks in his class. New 
Orleans will bet heavily on Warren—that is, if there is any 
money behind McCarttiy. 
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In all of McCarthy’s fistic engagements of recent 
date he has failed to train, trusting to his supposed great fight- 
ing ability to carry him through. He is now going to try to defeat 
aman who has beaten a better class of pugilists than McCarthy 
ever fought, with the exception of Dixon, the colored phenome- 
non, of Boston, Mass., on two weeks’ training. McCarthy is a 
clever boxer and thoroughly game. Thousands of dollars have 
been wagered and jost on his fighting powers, and several of his 
battles have been lost simply because he placed too much con- 
fidence in his ability and failed to train. In spite of the fact 
that McCarthy will not be In condition—that is, the condition he 
shouid be In to be able to stand a bruising battle—many sporting 
men are backing nim to defeat Warren. 
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It appears strange that men unfit to be judges and 
referees ure appointed to fill those positions. One-halt of them 
are not posted on the rules, and while their Judgment may be 
accepted and their decisions muy be fair as far as they them- 
selves believe, yet nine cases out of ten they render unfair ver- 
dicts, and the pablic suffer. 


Recently at Pevtntctontc. in ‘the free-for-all pacing 
race, considera..® money was wagered on the result of 
the contest, in which Yolo Maid, Hal Pointer and the once 
king of the pacing turt, Johnston, were entered. Hal Pointer 
was a favorite and was Peavily backed and the field players 
backed Yolo Maid and Joimstoen to beat Hal Pointer. During 
the race Hal l'vinier took sick and had to be withdrawn, and 
Johuston, who svid in tne field in the pools. won the race. 
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Naturally, those who backed Johnston won their 
wagers, which every sane sporting man will acknowledge. The 
judges did not think so, however, but declared all bets off, to the 
surprise of even those who bacaed Yolo Maid and Hal Pointer 
The judges did net declare the bets off because there hal been 
any frand or coliasion, but because it was an unsatisfactory race. 
The judges shonld have been thrown into aduck pond for g ving 
such a decision. Johnsten won the race on his merits, and 
those who backed im were entitled te their moner. Johnston's 
owner received the purse, and accerding to rule those who 
backed him were entitied tothe pools. Rule 1 of the betting 
rules of the National Trotting Asseciation reads: ‘All pools 
and bets must follow the main stakes, purse or other prize as 
awarded by the decision of the Judges, except in cases where 











the horse that comes in first is found to be disqualified, or the 
bets are declared off for fraud or collusion.” 
. * * 

One of the shrewdest tricks ever practiced on the 
running turf occurred at Latonia, Ky.. on Sept. 8th. A well- 
known horseman from the West beught a race horse in the 
vicinity of New York and quietly shipped him to Latonia. He 
was entered as Polk Badgett of the Stony Brook stables. The 
race was for maidens, and as no one knew the horse he sold 
cheap in the poois, and 30 to 1 was laid against him. Such large 
sums were laid on the horse that from 30 to 1 he was backed 
down to 3 tol. Polk Badgett literstly ran away with the race. 
He could have won dy « quarter ofa mile. The bets were paid, 
and the herse and owners quickly disappeared and did not even 
claim the purse of $500 The bookmakers lost over $30,000, and 
later it was ascertained that the horse was net a maiden, but a 
crack racer, who could net only beat maidens but run in any 
company. If it had been discovered before the bets were paid 
that the horse was a ringer, the bets would have been declared 
off and the horse and owners ruled off. It was one of the most 
daring schemes ever concocted on the turf, and it has been the 
tepic In sporting circles, At the Brooklyn Jockey Club track on 
Sept. 8th it was reported that the horse was Tanner, recently 
sold to the Brandon Bros. for $4,000 and shipped West. 
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After all the talk about Ted Pritchard’s proposed 
trip to this country the balloon has burst and the English cham- 
pion announces that he will not come to America because his 
backer will not allow him. I think Pritchard must*have a rich 
backer who wields a big influence over the English champion, 
when the latter refuses to visit this country with a chance to 
fight for a guaranteed purse of $12.000 and have his expenses 
paid to boot. There is no club in England that will put up half 
as much money for a battle between Bob Fitzsimmons, the 
middle-weight champion, and holder of the “ Police Gazette” 
belt, as the organizations will in this country, and it is my 
opinion there is more in Pritchard's refusal to cross the Atian- 
tic than that “his backer will not ow him to de so.” 
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Pritchard offers to fight Veuitennte for $10,000 
a side and the largest purse any club in England wi.l off.r, but 
there is no danger of Fitzsimmons accepting Pritchard's propo- 
sition, for it is doubtful if that sum was at stake on the result 
of an encounter, and the battie was to be fought m Engiand, 
whether Fitzsimmons would be allowed to win. He would prob- 
ably if the contest was to be decided in the Pelican or the Nation- 
alclub. It is my opinion that Pritchard is not eager to meet 
the American champion on his own battle ground. If he was 
no backer could tie lim up when there was $10,000 to win and 
nothing to risk, nut even the expenses of the Journey.

The former had the advantage in height, being two 
inches and a half taller than Mann, who stood 5 feet 84 Inches, 
Andrew McGiveney and James Lewis, both of Newcastle, sec- 
onded Mann, while similar duties were performed for Armstrong 
by his brother and another Armstrong, though nv relation to the 
combatant, 

It is unnecessary to go fully into details, and it will bo suffi- 
cient to say that the lads tought gamely and hotly all through 
the 564 rounds. Mann drew first blood in the opening round, and 
Armstrong obtained the first knock-down blow in the tenth; yet 
at the eighth round Armstrong was all but out, and it needed 
all the skill of his seconds to get him froin his corner. Curiously 
enough he fell weak again in the middie of the battle, and again 
toward the end, recovering each time in the same surprising 
way. Mann, too, had his moments of weakness; but, although 
terribly punished, each was hard at work up tothe end of the 
battle, which came to a termination when Armstrong hit Mann 
when he was on both knees.

When 
a fighter is knocked down the timekeeper squeezes a knob In 
his hand and the seconds up to nixe are sounded on a gong, 
The tenth and final second is sounded on a tambourine, which 
is played on vigerously by an automatic hammer. The only 
way to beat this contrivance Is to use dishonest means.
